New Del Monte Hotel Is Opened to Public 


HE new Hotel Del Monte was 

opened last month on the famous 

Monterey peninsula, and is one 
of the finest structures of its kind 
among the famous hostelries of the 
world. The new building, embracing 
every modern feature, stands on the 
same site as the one destroyed by 
fire more than a year ago. 

On May 29 Southern Pacific inaugu- 
rated a 12-section, drawing room 
sleeper service between San Francisco 
and Del Monte. This sleeper is ready 
for occupancy at San Francisco Third 
Street station at 9 p.m. Friday even- 
ings, arriving at Del Monte and Pa- 
cific Grove early Saturday morning 
and returning Sunday night, arriving 
in San Francisco eariy Monday 
morning... Adequate day service to 
Del Monte is already provided. 

The new Del Monte hotel was 
erected at a cost of $2,000,000 and has 


been furnished in lavish fashion, fol- 
lowing the Spanish and Italian trend. 
Del Monte can today accommodate 
600 guests where in other days 500 
taxed it to capacity. Its two golf 
courses, its ten tennis courts, its 
Roman plunge, its Sylvan Walks, its 
hundred miles of bridle paths, its polo 
fields—-all combine to give the visitor 
an ideal play time. 

The first hotel Del Monte was 
opened June 38, 1880. Its popularity 
was instantaneous. In April of 1887 
the entire structure was destroyed by 
fire. It was rebuilt at once, throwing 
open the doors of a much more mag- 
nificent building early in November 
of the same year. 

For nearly forty years Del Monte 
prospered, taking its place as one of 
California’s best loved resorts. In 
September, 1924, the main structure 
of the old hotel was destroyed by fire.

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Five Hours Will Be Cut 
in Limited Schedules, 
Coast to Chicago 


EDUCTION of five hours -in the 
running time of transcontinental 
limited passenger trains between 

San Francisco and Chicago and be- 
tween Los Angeles and Chicago, will 
be made some time in October, ac- 
cording to announcement, April 29, by 
Wm.

S a very small con in the great. 
Aves ‘of one of the largest and 
most successful railroads in the 
United States, I 
have tried by ob- 
servation and also 
by being a good 
Hstener to come 
to some conclu- 
sion as to the 
cause of prob- 
lems which often 
confront the com- 
pany. 

Perfect har- 
miony of action 
between depart- 
ments can be a 
big factor in both efficient handling of 
business and in getting that business 
to handle, for example, harmony be- 
tween the Traffic and the Operating 
Departments. 

The ultimate objective of these two 
departments do not seem to be very 
close together, yet they are absolutely 
indispensable to each other. The edu- 
cation of an operating man and a 
traffic man is very different, still there 
is not a bit of business secured by the 
traffic man but what has to be handled 
by the operating man, and there is no 
business handled by the operating 
man which is not at some time or 
other handled by the traffic man; the 
traflie man generally having the first 
and the last to do with the transac- 
tion, 

The task as laid down by the man- 
ugement to the operating man is to 
move the commodities as cheaply as 
yossible, and the task laid down to 
the traffic man is to secure the busi- 
ness and see that service is performed 
to such an extent that in soliciting 
business we will have something to 
sell. The only thing we have to sell 
is service, and if both departments do 
not work in coordination service suf- 
fers considerably. 

Attitude of agents towards the pub- 
lic is very important. The traffic de- 
partment with its solicitors can secure 
business, and the operating depart- 
ment ean handic it perfectly; yet 
when the agent receives it or deliver- 
ers it if he does not perform his duty 
in a courteous, accommodating manner 
he can quickly undo much of the good 
work already done. 

The two greatest words entering 
into railroading are Courtesy and 
Service. ‘The trafic department is 
more vitally interested in courtesy 
and the operating department in 
service, as the traffic man comes more 
in direct contact with the customer, 
the operating department merely han- 
dling the goods, generally speaking. 
However, courtesy is of such value 
that it should be given first place in 
the minds of every railroad man, and, 
on the other hand, we must be able 
to give good service. 

These two conditions make the 
functioning of one department so es- 
sential to the perfect working of the 
other that every effort should be made

Through Train Service Opened to Lake Tahoe 


HE first Pullman sleepers ever

In acquiring the Jease of the nar- 
row-gauge Lake Tahoe Railway on 
October 16, 1925, the Southern Pacific 
terminated the 's'¢r vice of railroad 
equipment prominent in the develop- 
ment of the country surrounding the 
lake... .-Plans | were ‘immediately ‘de- 
veloped to-replace the narrow-gauge 


with a standard-gauge track and :build 


a railroad which could be kept open 
throughout the winter. The replace- 
ment work commenced late last fall 
and was sufficiently advanced to oper- 
ate the first train on May 15. The 
narrow-gauge tracks are now being 
removed and the roadbed improved by 
widening of cuts and elimination of 
Some curves, 

Scrapping of the Lake Tahoe Rail- 
way marks the passing of the last 
equipment used in the development 
of the historic Comstock mines on the 
east shore of the lake in Nevada. 
The original line laid down in 1875 
ran from the lumber camps of the D. 
B. Bliss Lumber Co. at Giennbrook to 
the Summit. Here the lumber was 
“shot” down a long flume to Carson 
City, from where it was horse-hauled 
to the Comstock mines at Virginia 
City. During one year 40,000,000 feet 
of lumber and 40,000 cords of fuel 
wood were transported over the rail- 
way and “shot” down the flume. This 
“Vv” flume was considered the first to 
be used in America to transport lum- 
ber. The early narrow-gauge railway 
and_lumber industry was the project 
of Duane B. Bliss and his sons, Duane 
Jy., Charles T., William, and Walter 

. Bliss. 

With the abandonment of the Com- 

stock mines in 1898, the lumber 
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company discontinued its operations, 
took up the railway, and transported 
it to the west side of the lake, where it 
was relaid over the fifteen miles be- 
tween Truckee and the present Tavern 
site. The roadbed follows along the 
banks of the scenic Truckee River. 
This work, requiring a year’s time, 
was done under the supervision of 
Walter S. Bliss, then chief engineer of 
the railway. The first trains were op- 
erated over this line in 1900. The 
rails of this track are now being re- 
moved after 51 years of service, They 
are still in good condition, Their 
durability is due to the fine quality of 
Belgian steel of which they were 
made, 

The little mogul type wood-burning 
locomotive No. 1 first placed in serv- 
ice in 1875 by Duane B. Bliss Sr., and 
in continuous operation until May 15, 
now has an indefinite future. It is 
one of the oldest Baldwin-built loco- 
motives in service and was christened 
the “cord-wood express” by Tavern 


It may be “retired” and 
placed on exhibit on the Tavern 
grounds.

YOUNG BOSCHKE LOSES LIFE 
IN HEROIC EFFORT 


The tragic death of George Harri- 
man Boschke, 19-year-old son of Chief 
Engineer George W. Boschke, ‘who 
was drowned at Wright’s Beach, Sono- 
ma county, the morning of May 1, in 
a vain effort te rescue a chum, brought 
sorrow to the friends and associates 
of My, Boschke throughout the 
country, 

Young Boschke, together with John 
H. Davidson and Theodore Barrett, 
went with a party of friends to the 
beach. While down on some rocks 
fishing, Davidson slipped when struck 
by a high wave and fell inte the 
water. In his struggle to get back to 
the rock he became frightened and 
called for help. Boschke hurried to 
his assistance and was soon joined by 
Barrett. The two boys fought until 
exhausted trying to save their chum, 
returning to the rocks only after 
Davidson had disappeared under the 
water. They waved to their friends 
higher up on the cliff, who advised 
them to swim further down the beach 
and not try to climb up on the rocks 
at that point. They attempted the 
swim, but only Bosehke reached the 
shore. “While he was hanging to a 
large rock waiting for strength to 
climb up, he suffered a cramp or was 
injured in some way and slipped out 
of sight in the water. 

Continued search for the bodies and 

the use of dynamite have so far been 
without success. 
“The three boys were prominent 
among the young people of San Fran- 
cisco. School mates paid tribute to 
the boys at memorial services held at 
Galileo High School May 11, and 
memorial services were held ‘for 
George Boschke at St. Luke’s church, 
May 16.

RAILROAD FACILITIES BEING 
CONTINUALLY INCREASED 


Speaking before the Lions Club at 
Sonora April 28, T. B. Wilson, super- 
visor of transportation, called atten- 
tion to the efforts being made by the 
Company in maintaining a high stand- 
ard of service, and pointed out how 
closely the welfare and prosperity of 
the railroads are related to the com- 
munities which they serve.

is about to be completed in Oregon. 

“During 1925 the Class 1 railroads 
of the country spent nearly $800,000,- 
000, and the prospects for the present 
year indicate they will spend a like 
amount, and, with 85 or 90 per cent 
of the railroad dollar finding its way 
into other channels, it can readily be 
seen that when the railroads are pros-

TO BUILD THREE NEW BOATS 
FOR AUTO FERRY SERVICE 


Bids will be let soon for three new 
automobile ferry boats as part of the 
Company’s plan to expend approxi- 
mately $1,720,000 immediately to in- 
crease San Francisco Bay auto ferry 
facilities. 

The new boats will be screw pro- 
pelled of] electric diesel operated and 
will cost approximately $500,000 each. 
They will have a capacity of 80 auto- 
mobiles and 500 passengers. The din- 
ing room on the boats will seat 106. 
Two of the boats will be placed in op- 
eration about October i in service to 
Alameda Pier. 

Work is to begin shortly at Oak- 
land Pier on the construction of a new 
slip and 47,500 square feet of dock 
costing $175,000. On the San Fran- 
cisco side the Company will spent 
$42,000 for the widening of aprons 
and improving facilities for handling 
automobiles at the Embarcadero 
terminal. : 

These expenditures, together with 
$400,000 as the Company’s half share 
in the cost of constructing the Seventh 
Street subway at Oakland Mole, will
